(>) In March some B,A,E, Regional office personnel assisted with the field work in 
a few states. Unfortunately, it will not be possible for all of these men to par- 
ticipate in the May enumeration, but efforts are being made to find replacements 
where such assignments appear necessary. As there is still considerable uncer- 
tainty as fo what regional people can be made available for the May wage project, 
further devebopments will be taken up later with the States concerned, At present 

it is contemplated that personnel will need to be assigned for a period of about 
- one month to New England, New York, Pennsylvania, Wisconsin, Wyoming and California,
